BOUD UN OPERA HOOSE 


PRESIDENT ADAM BECK 


IMT. Adam Beck has expressed him ­ 
self as inclined to favor the construc­ 
tion in the city of Ada through local 
co-operative effort an opera 
house 
and convention hall adaptable to the 
requirem ents of this rapidly grow ing 
city. Com m enting concerning the pub­ 
lic necessity for a stru ctu re here, he 
suggested for consideration, a prop­ 
osition involving fhe institution of an 
Elks lodge, the mem-benehip of which 
would 
include the progressive citi­ 
zens ot the city and th at such Elks 
organization constitute the com pany 
to build the opera house and con­ 
vention hall. 


It appeared to be Mr. B eck s idea 
th at it was now entirely practical to 
organize a local Elks lodge and th at 
such lodge would afford relief from 
the social ib us in ess entanglem ent of 
th e 25,000 club, since it would result 
in the segregation of w hatever ob­ 
jectionable features there m ight now 
be adjoined to the 25,000 club, re­ 
garded by some as sacrificial of -the 
best understanding am ong m any sub­ 
stantial citizens, thereby destroying ’ 
essential co-operation among all the 
citizens to secure the 'best results in 1 
behalf of the best progress of the 
city.
